It is presumable that the little wolf 
of India was the original ancestor of 
the dog. 

The two primitive canine races, the 
“‘dog of the bogs and the dog of the 
Age of Bronze,’’ were domesticated 
first in Asia, and were introduced into 
Surope from Asia, like most of the do- 
mestic animals of Kurope. 


TO CHANGE CALENDAR 

A radical change in the calendar is

BREAD MADE WITHOUT FLOUR 

(From The Philadelphia Reeord) 

In Franee bread has been made with- 
out flour in a machine that transforms 
the wheat directly into dough, This 
machine shows a jarge screw turning 
loosely in a case, on the inner surface 
of which is a screw thread running in 
an opposite direction; Between the 
main threads on the cylinder are small- 
er threads, and the depth of the groove 
becomes progressively smaller from one 
cud to the other, so that it will hold 
the entire wheat grain as it enters the 
machine, at the same time aceommodat- 
ing only ‘the pulverized wheat’ at the 
exit, 

The whtat’is prepared by a thorough 
washing, after which operation about a 
plat of tepid water to a pound of grain 
s added, the whole mixture being al- 
lowed to stand some six hours, Then 
the grains of wheat have swollen to 
twice their ordinary size, The mixture 
is then ‘tredted with yeast’ and salt, 
and is poured into the ‘machilie. It 
falls between the threads of the mov- 
ing screw and of the fixed contrary 
serew, which simultaneowly erush the 
envelope and body of the ‘grain, mak- 
ing of ‘them a homogeneous mixture 
that forms a smooth paste,

TO FARMERS.—Since mailing our circular letters to farmers, such a radical change in grain conditions 
in Western Canada has taken place that we feel compelled to advise farmers of this change as quickly as 
possible. When our circular letter was written, the extent of the frost damage in Saskatchewan and Alberta 
was only a matter of conjecture, but reports coming in new show a deplorable condition over a wide area of 
these two provinces. For the last three weeks the weather for threshing and harvesting has been most unsuit- 
able. Thousands of acres of grain are still uncut, and it is scarcely likely that any of it will be cut. Tests also 
show that it will not pay to thresh many thousands of acres that have been cut, and some threshing machines 
have flatly refused to thresh by the bushel, but will only continue by the day. Frost early this season reduced 
the grade of wheat in many parts of Saskatchewan and Alberta down to No. 6 wheat and feed wheat, and 
farmers that have No. 3 Northern or better have every right to consider themselves fortunate. Both Saskatche- 
wan and Alberta will produce a large quantity of wheat grading No. 4 wheat or lower. Besides this, 
the damp weather is sure to reduce large quantities of the better qualities to off-grades, Conditions are the 
worst we have experienced for years. This means that there will be lots of low grade wheat to handle this 
season, but it does not follow that we will have low prices, Outside conditions guarantee good prices. We 
have advocated right along that, even without damage to our crop, we would not have low prices, as the de- 
mand for wheat all over the world will be enormous, We predict that to-day’s quotations for grain will look 
cheap sometime between now and next July. The day for cheap wheat has gone by. There are too many 
people eating wheat, and the new countries that are opening up are not any more than keeping pace with 
the increased consumption. There may be a lot of wheat which will not be fit for grinding purposes such as 
poor feed. Outside conditions, however, guarantee a good price for this quality of grain, because the feed 
shortage in Europe is enormous, and already Germany is reducing the duty of feed stuffs to prevent the German 
farmers from marketing their live stock, which would be a menace to the welfare of that country, and it is 
expected that the duty will be removed entirely at the next session of Parliament. As one dealer puts it, and 
the law upholds: ‘‘Men can starve, but the cattle must be fed.’’ The approach of winter will be the signal 
that a good supply of feed stuffs must be purchase-i and stored, and Europe dare not disobey the signal. As 
the quantity of wheat grading No. 3 Northern, or better, has been reduced considerably by frost, there will 
likely be an unusually strong demand for these gra-jes throughout the season. It ‘is claimed that the United 
States mills intend grinding our 1 and 2 Northern wheat in bond. They need it to mix with the softer varieties 
of the Southern States, 


To-day No. 3 Barley is worth 70c in store, Fort William. We do not look for any decline in these prices, 
and we expect our Nos. 3 and 4 Barley to advance 10c per bushel and be maintained. Oats are worth 42)c in 
store, Fort William, and present indications point to oat values holding their own and probably advancing higher, 
so considerable feed stuffs will be required in the United States and Europe, in fact far more than we can supply.

We have been getting several letters from farmers and they all expect to see prices decline when re- 
ceipts get heavy, but we cannot se it in that way. Of course, we may have a temporary downwaid reaction, 
but this is the time for the farmers to hold their grain, and we suggest that farmers select a good, reliable com- 
mission merchant, consign all their car-lot shipments of grain to him, and then rely upon his advice as to the 
proper time to sell or hold.

Of course, there are times when, by holding anywhere from ten days to two months, the advancing 
market makes it a very profitable deal, but as to the advisability of holding for even this length of time, we 
think it best for farmers to depend upon the advice given by his commission agent,

are in as to the advisability of marketing their grain now or holding, and even if this should be all, we would

A FISHERIES DEADLOCK

mineral matter, 46 per cent., and sugar, 
4.75 per cent. When the milk is first 
drawn it tastes sweet, because of the 
milk sugar which it contains, just the 
same as cider tastes sweet when it is 
first pressed from the apple, The aver- 
age milk, as will be seen, contains near- 
ly 5 per cent. sugar, which means about 
5 pounds for every one hundred pounds 
of milk, which, when changed into acid 
by the bacteria produces what we call 
souring. 


To work best, these bacteria require 
warm surroundings of about 70 degrees 
F., or room temperature; besides they 
must have some air and enough mois- 
ture to keep their food, the sugar, in 
solution. The milk, the same as cider, 
has all these conditions present, so 
just as soon as it is drawn the bacteria 
begin to work rapidly, because since 
the milk is warm all the conditions 
necessary are exactly right. Then, un- 
less the milk is eooled, they continue 
rapid work until all the sugar is chang- 
ed to acid—the milk soured. 


Since these little organisms must 
first get into the milk then have a 
warm temperature in which to work, 


the way to prevent the milk from sour- 
ing is to keep the bacteria out as much 
as possible, then make the surround- 
ings, so cold that they cannot work.

Keep 
all pails, strainers and other milk uten- 
sils scrupulously clean, and finally cool 
the milk to 50 degrees F. immediately 
after milking.

A more satisfactory way is to make 
either a small vat, large enough to 
hold several shot-gun milk cans, or cut 
a barrel into halves and provide with 
a well-fitted cover to keep out all dust

placing this between the pump and the 
watering trough, then run-a spout from 
the pump to the cooler, ond another 
from the cooler ta the trough, fresh, cool 
water may be kept about the contents 
of the cooler at all times.

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Fitting horses for market is an art, 
Likewise fine art, Those of us who 
have had any experience in this econ- 
nection realize what and extraordinory 
change can be wrought by the applica- 
tion “Of ‘careful methods of feeding and 
wise use of material, Notwithstand- 
ing. this, the subject of condition for 
market has received but secant atten- 
tion from investigators, 

Tt is a matter of profie and Joss where 
the division between these two is nar- 
row or wide in direct ratio to man’s 
experience as a feeder and his judg- 
ment of condition, The factors to be 
considered are as follows: The grade 
and market class of animals selected; 
the initial cost of the horse; its sound- 
ness; cost of feed; the efficiency of the 
ration for rapid gains; the length of 
the feeding period; method of feeding; 
the health of hogse and maintenance 
of soundness during feeding period, and 


things—maintenance or production, 
For maintenance very small quantities 
of the protein contained in the grains 
is needed, and therefore it is neces- 
sary to feed but little grain, If, how- 
ever, we wish to produce flesh or milk, 
we must haye something in the ration 
which will supply building material. 
It is in this case necessary to feed 
more protein in the form of the grains 
to make this extra muscle, whilst the 
elements of the coarse feed will main- 
tain the animal body for the work of 
aye and maintaining of the body 
eat. 

Exercise is absolutely necessary to 
the maintenance of health, yet in fit- 
ting the horse for market it is wise 


to exercise no more than will keep the

cost of our practical feeders are 
in the habit of using feeds obtained 
locally, and in many cases such fodder 
is augmented with stock foods of a con- 
dimental nature. The nf means at 
their command to ‘determine whether 
these latter are of any value, econo- 
mically and cénstitutionally, has been 
by casual observation, Whether, these 
feeds are valuable or not has been @ 
matter of conjecture, but at the present 
time, the result of recent experiments 
in the States and Canada have thrown 
a good deal of light upon the subject 
of feeding for this desired end, 


Horses, like human beings, have need 
of a change of diet occasionally. The 
appetite of any animal is half the se- 
cret of successful feeding. Foods that 
tempt the palate and appetite of the 
horse cause greater secretion of the dis- 
solving juices of the mouth, abdomen 
and small and large intestines. Con- 
sequently more of the food is digested 
and digested thoroughly; greater quan- 
tities are eaten, and where it is the 
aim to make quick gains, this latter 
fact is of infinite importance, On the 
other hand, if a single, unchanged and 
unmixed ration is fed, the appetite of 
tue horse it little tempted; the animal 
eats in a sluggish manner; the juices 
of digestion are weak and sluggish in 
their action; the amount is decreased, 
and the result is ofttimes serious de- 
rangement of the animal system and a 
waste of good food that might easily 
have been exceedingly valuable had it 
been mixed and changed occasionally. 

It has been proven in the light of the 
aforementioned facts, that a grain fa- 
tion of corn and oats, when fed with 
clean, palatable clover hay, is for more 
efficient than a single grain ration for 
producing large gains in a feeding 
period of about thite months, Whilst 
probably a ration of corn, oats and 
clover hay is more expensive in its pri- 
mary ¢ thap one of sate and. 
hay, the greater gains of the threefold 
feed make its use more economical in 
the final reckoning. 

Another fact is that ciover hay, 
when fed with mixed grains of corn 
and oats, is far more eflicient for pro- 
ducing gains than is timothy hay fed 
with the same grain ration. In fact, 
a series of feeding experiments have 
proved that clover hay produces on an 
average 58 per cent. greater gain than 
timothy in a short feeding period. 

Many farmers are not aware of the 
value of corn as a horse feed. lt is, 
however, becoming generally recognized 
that this commodity is a food. of ex 
ceptional value, and is becoming a 
means ‘6f saving’! great deal of ex- 
pense by feeding it with oats. For 
example, a ration of one part oats and 
three parts corn has been proven to be 
more economical as a flesh producer 
than one of half oats and corn. How- 
ever, we must bear.in mind the fact 
that<corn must be carefully used and 
never used alone, because, whilst it has 


greatey yalye than oats as a flesh pro- 


ducer it has not-the same value for 
forming muscle, and furthermore, if fed 
alone, it does not give as good results 
as a mixed ration, with corn as one of 
the component: parts: 

Bran is a food to be used with care, 
especially when in conjunction with 
eorn and fed with clover hay. The 
hay is laxative and bran is very loose- 
ning, and hence care must be taken in 
their combined use, 

Perhaps it is a matter of carrying 
coals to the coal district to explain 
what a nutritive retio is, but in ease 


‘i some of. us are not familiar with the 


term, a few. words of explanation will 
be in order. A nutritive ratio is & 
statement of the relation existing be- 
tweei the protein and- non-protein 
matter of food, or in other words, the 
relation between the flesh and non- 
flesh, musele and non-muscle forming 
elements. If we say that a ration has 
a ratio of one to twelve, we mean ‘that 
the relation between the protein and 
non-protein matter is one part of the 
former to twelve parts of the latter. 
This is a wider ratio than is one of one 
to four, The protéin of a food is sup- 
plied by the concentrates or the grains, 
and the non-protein by the coarse food 
or the hay, straw and roots. Further- 
more, there are necessary for the pro- 
per maintenance and development of 
the animal body a number of elements 
which it will not be out of place to 
mention. They are+as follows: Pro- 
tein, for muscle and sinew, and the re- 
placing of waste tissue; Carbohydrates, 
for the produetion of fat, and in some 
eases muscle, if protein is not present 
in sufficient quantities, and fat, for 
the production of fat and flesb, These 
must be present and in as definite pro- 
portions as possible, because each of 
these constituents assist and protect 
the others from waste. With an under- 
standing of these statements, we find 
that for the horse a ration with one 
part of protein to ten parts of non-pro- 
tein ‘does hot contain enough of the 
former for the most economic produc- 
tion, With the foods we have men- 
tioned a narrower ration of one part 
musele and sinew former to eight parts 
fat former is far more efficient and 
satisfactory. 

To make this matter clearer, In 
feeding our horses or other farm stock 
we are feeding for either one or two 


Do not, however, infer from this that 
no -exércise is' necessary. One of the 
greatest evils to the condition of the 
horse is lack of sufficient work, and one 
must see that the animal gets a rea- 
sonable amount of light exercise when 
being fitted for sale. 

Whilst boxstalls are safer than single 
stalls for horses, they are much more 
expensive, and in no wise aid the ani- 
mal in taking on fiesh. This fact, 
however, must be borne in mind, that 
the horse must not only be in a fat 
condition for the market, but must also 
be in a healthy and strong muscular 
shape as well. A horse is not bought 
merely on his looks. If it ever is, it 
is safe to say, that a good-looking ani- 
mal that turns out to be a poor work- 
er, will not bring many horse buyers in 
search of our stock. Therefore, it is 
only reasonable that horse-breeders 
and feeders should be careful not to 
sacrifice condition to appearance, and 
should forego a little of the fleshing 
to constitution and strength, 

The kind of marketable horse to 
feed is, of course, largely dependent 
upon the needs of your market, and 
you are better able to judge what is 
needed in this respect than is the writer 
of this article. Another factor is the 
season of the year when marketed. It 
is safe to say that all heavy horses 
will pay better than light horses in this 
country, as a general rule, and good 
and choice well bred animals will be 
more proutable than those of an in- 
ferior grade, 

We conclude from what has been 
written, that mixed grain rations are 
more profitable than single grain ra- 
tions; that oats are invaluable as horse 
feed because of their appetizing pro- 
perties and nutritive value; that corn 
is an excellent food to aid in making 
up the grain ration; that bran and 
clover hav must be used with preeau- 
tion when fed together; 
the problem of grain feeding

when it constitutes the larger part of 


corn gives better results with 
the grain ration; exercise is necessary; 
but must not be overdone;

CANADIAN EMMIGRANTS, BE- 
WARE! 


(From John Bull). 

The big ‘‘stramash’’ is on Canada 
now. The .wominion is a seething pot 
of political bickering, and the time 
has arrived for deciding whether re 
ciprocity will be an accomplished fact, 
and whether the Union Jack will be 
pulled down and the Stars and Stripes 
brought across the border to fly on the 
flagstaffs that have so léng supported 
the British flag. Make no mistake 
about it. The fight means British Ca- 
nada or a Canada absorbed by the 
Yankee. ‘True there is a mass of Brit- 
ish feeling in Canada as keen as that 
in any of our possessions; but, thanks 
to the. poliey of sweeping into Canada 
all sorts and conditions of the off-scour- 
ings of Europe, Asia, and the United 
States, who almost to a man hate Eng 
land, and all that she stands for, 

Putting political matters aside, there 
is but too much reason to believe that 
the coming winter will be the very 
blackest time in the history of the 
Dominion. Optimists tell us that the 
grain crop this season will be the best 
on reeérd. ‘The pessimist has more evi- 
dence to sustain his contentions. Three 
months ago the crop promised well. 
Since then the climatic conditions have 
been solidly against a good harvest. 
We have it on the most unimpeachable 
authority that there will be more straw 
than grain--and straw is not a mer- 
chantable commodity in Canada, The 
heads of the grain did not fill, the de 
structive rust showed up in the crop 
all over the country; then came frost, 
which blighted thousands and thous 
ands of aeres, and now we have a dis- 
patch telling of a devastating cyclone 
with heavy hail that swept away build- 
ings razed crops and played bine havoe 
all over the West. 

Some months ago the banks tighten- 
ed their grip on their money and re- 
fused to lend on certain securities, and 
this gave a set-back to the bogus pro- 
gress of the Dominion, The banks 
will keep a tighter grip now, and there 
will be weeping and wailing and crime 
from the Atlantic to the Pacific. All 
progress will stop; the farmers will not 
be able to meet their obligations to- 
wards the traders who have to depend 
upon the crops for their payment; hun- 
dreds of thousands of our people will 
be unable to find employment and will 
have to resort to crime to make ends 
meet—even as hundreds in the cities 
and towns have to resort to sand-bag- 
ging and bighway robbery and burg: 
lary at the present moment to keep 
things going. In the United States at 
present there are computed to be one 
million men out of work, and the rail-

ing industries ceases work for the win- 
ter, Rents and cost of living are out 
of all proportion to the wage offered. 
The vernment has no’ land policy, 
and the crown lands are in the hands 
of speculators at prices impossible to a 
settler. 

The truth is, the provincial govern- 
ment has played into the hands of the 
railway companies by flooding British 
Columbia with a large surplus of labor. 


THE CENSUS OF CHINA 


Phenomenal as our own inerease in 
population has been, we are still a long 
way behind China. The returns of the 
census of 1900 has just been completed, 
and show vat the population of the en- 
tire empire numbers 329,542,000, and: 
that of China proper 304,003,000, The 
population of the city of Peking is re- 
turned as 1,017,209 and that of the 
metropolitan district outside of Peking 
as 4,654,219. The population of Man- 
churia is given as 14,917,000, These 
figures may not, however, be considered 
more than approximate, as no attempt 
was made to count the number of indi- 
viduals throughout the Empire, and the 
general enumeration was limited to a 
toll of households. On the returns of 
this latter count the estimate of the 
number of individuals is based. It 
was found that the number of familes in 
the whole Empire in 1910 was 59,824,- 
918. By comparing the results of a 
partial enumeration of individuals in 
various provinces and the count of fami- 
lies in the same regions it was found 


in each family was 5.5.

On the beach at Manchester, Massa 
chusetts, are the so-called ‘‘singing 
sands,’’ but these are outdone by the 
Hawaiian, sands mentioned, Similar 
sands also occur in the Colorado desert, 
where also are to be found those euri- 
ous shifting sands that continuauy 
travel hither and thither over the vast 
plain of clay. Their movements are, 
of course, induced by the winds, and 
when a strong breeze is blowing, the 
silicious particles of which they are 
composed give out an audible humming 
or singing. Under the microscope these 
sands show an almost perfectly spheri- 
cal form, so that’ they roll upon each 
other at the slightest impulse, a cir- 
cumstance that also aceounts for the 
rapidity with which the sands travel 
over the desert. 

One theory advanced with respect to 
the ‘‘singing’’ ef these sands is that it 
is due to an exceedingly thin film of 
gas that covers the grains. Gathered 
and removed from the desert, it is said 
that the sands lose their vocal proper- 
ties, 


PERSIAN DELICACIES 
“Persian delicacies prepared for the 
delectation of the traveller sound some- 
what like the banquets described in 
fairy-tales. It is suspected that the 
natives dine somewhat more prosaically, 
but what could be more tempting to 
the epicure possessed of poetic fancy 
than the following? 

One of the best overtures to a way 
side repast in Persia is a watermelon, 
not eut in slices, as is done by some 
neophyte,-but eaten, like an egg, one 
end being cut off, and the contents eaten 
‘with a wooden spoon—that of the pear 
tree is the best—the rosy fluid trickling 
all the time to the bottom, and afford 
ing a fragrant beverage when the first 
proceeding is completed. 

As second course may be recommend 
ed a cold fowl, with slices of snake 
eucumber, For side dishes, the most 
refreshing are sour milk with chopped 
sage or rose leaves, also eaten with a 
pear-wood spoon, or cucumber smothered 
in sour creanf, In Faristan ice can 
be obtained to add to these cooling pre 
parations, which may also be flavored 
with rose-water, 

For dessert, the most easily produved 
dainties are prepared cream or kaimak, 
flaked with sugar, fresh almonds, iced 
rose-water sweetened with honey or 
rendered more fragrant with the aroma 
of mountain thyme and absinthe or 
wormwood,
